on flour, bacon, lard and several

The drop in retail prices will be

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The Rent Control Problem 


From the standpoint of the average 
American, one of the most important prob- 
lems facing the Eightieth Congress is ac- 
tion on rent control. The present rent 
control act expires at the end of the cur- 
rent month and unless Congress reimposes 
restrictions the lid will be off on March 1. 

The full Senate Banking Committee has 
rejected a’ recommendation of a subcom- 
mittee. that controls be. lifted in cities 
showing a vacancy rate of one percent and 
granting a 15 percent blanket increase 
where landlords can show operating costs 
have risen 30 percent since rent controls 
began. 

Rent control in a nation following the 
principal of free enterprise presents a 
highly complex problem. There can be 
little doubt that many landlords actually 
have suffered under the regulations. Like- 
wise, there is no gainsaying the assertion 
that a great many others, through evasion 
of one sort or another, have gouged the 
public in a conscienceless manner. 

There is a school of economic thought 


that insists that if controls were removed 
the housing shortage would solve itself in 
a very short time. But just as many, if 
not more, belong to the opposite school 
which contends that the renting public, 
particularly the fixed income groups, 
would suffer unnecessarily by such a move. 

On the one hand it hardly seems fair 
to force landlords, through federal regula- 
tion, to bear more than their share of the 
burden of inflation. On the other hand, 
it would seem little short of criminal to 
force the hardship of sky-high rents on the 
millions of families just edging by under 
current high prices of cost-of-living items. 

Congress’ problem, then, is to work out 
an equitable arrangement—one that will 
encourage erection of new housing to close 
the gap and, at the same time, preserve 
the solvency insofar as possible of those 
who could not afford rentals fixed at the 
highest price the traffic would bear. 

This being an election year, the public 
can be certain Congress will do its utmost 
to meet these requirements. 


Favoritism Before the Law? 


Our courts constitute the foundation 
of our law-enforcement system. 

They must have the respect, as well as ~ 
command the fear of the public at large 
if they are to operate with maximum ef- 
ficiency. 

To earn that respect, they must func- 
tion impartially and without regard to 
the social or financial status of the ac- 
cused. Evidences of inconsistency and of 
tempering justice with favoritism cannot 
but undermine public confidence. 


Last week, in Fulton Superior Court, 


three youths were sentenced to prison 
terms, ranging from 18 months to two 
years, for stealing automobiles. They ad- 
mittedly had worked for a garageman. 

The sentences, in view of the nature of 
the crime, may not be too severe. 

But the general public finds it difficult 
to reconcile such stiff punishment with 
the fact that the affluent and influential 
person for whom they committed the 
crime was let off with what, for one of 
his means, was merely a nominal fine. 

So is respect for law destroyed. 


A Dairy Voice Speaks Up for Margarine 


One of the most significant aspects of 
the current intensified effort to remove 
the discriminatory taxes on margarine is 
the revolt against the butter trust by the 
press and public even in dairying sectians. 

The Milwaukee Journal, for instance, 
is published in the heart of the Wisconsin 
dairy belt and is a recognized spokesman 
for that section. 

Thus there is more than a little impor- 
tance in.the following recent Journal edi- 
torial, calling for repeal of margarine 
taxes. 

“Again there is considerable agitation 
for the removal of the Federal tax on 
oleomargarine. It is argued that many 
cannot afford to pay the current high 
prices for butter. It is argued, too, that 
margarine is a clean, beneficial table fat, 
deserving its rightful place in our na- 
tional diet. It is asserted that the tax 
serves only to raise the price of a whole- 
some product to those who prefer it or 
who cannot afford butter. : 

“This time the pressure for repeal is 
coming from many sources. The con- 
sumer is, of course, making his, voice 
heard, but now heads of many public 
institutions and some farmers are also 
joining the appeal. The institutions say 
their budgets are strained unduly by the 
decree that they must use only butter— 
at present high prices. 


“Isn't it time to end this business of 
penalizing the use of margarine through 
high license fees and taxes? The Fed- 
eral tax on white oleo is, of course, only 
one-quarter of one cent a pound, but if 
the oleo is naturally noticeably yellow, 
it must be bleached to avoid the 10 cents 
tax which goes on the product if “yellow 
in color.” Wholesalers and retailers must 
also pay substantial fees, particularly if 
they sell colored margarine. 


“Removal of the Federal restrictions 
would not, of course, help us very much 
in Wisconsin. We would still have our 
fees and cur 15 cents a pound tax. It 
would, however, make possible the sale 
of colored oleo in this State without added 
penalty—and it might eventually lead to 
repeal of our law, too. 


“Wisconsin dairymen now have a large 
market for fluid milk. That market, as 
well as the market for cheese, is con- 
stantly incredsing. Wisconsin farmers are 
now also producing great quantities of 
soybeans, the oil of which goes into mar- 
garine manufacture. There is, therefore, 
now not even the same pocketbook appeal 
which caused the passage of the discrimi- 
natory legislation. 


“Wisconsin will be wise the day it de- 
cides to sell butter and all other dairy 
products strictly on their merit.”

These and many other factors grow directly out of the fact 
that when the War Between the States was ended, we were not 
helped, but oppressed. 


; Instead of an aid bill we had bills of exploitation. 
Exploited There were many new factories in the North and 
in New England. They were plants which had been enlarged in 
size and number to produce goods for the army and the conduct 
of the war. There were hundreds of new shoe factories, new 
woolen and cotton plants, new plants to produce blankets, uniforms 
(which could be reconverted to suits), and hundreds of others 
which would be reconverted from war production to peacetime 
production. They could turn out china, silverware, furniture, 
rugs, and all the items classed as consumer goods.

Peanuts on 3,000,000 
West African Acres 


The peanut is one of Georgia’s leading crops. 
Within a few years there may be a new area of 
peanut production, competing for the world trade. 

West Africa has recognized the importance of the lowly goober, 
for oil, for food and cattle feed, for the multiplicity of by-products 
which are taken from it. 

They are planning to turn 3,000,000 acres of West African farm 
lands to peanut production. Whether or not they are making the 
mistake of placing too mutch reliance on a single crop, such plans 
cannot fail to have direct effect upon the values of Georgia's 


peanut crop. 

: In West Africa there is one great problem 
A Big Problem which must be overcome. That is the dread 
sleeping sickness, carried ‘by the tsetse fly, which decimates the 
population and saps the strength of the workers. : Never doubt, 
science will conquer that enemy, just as science has conquered 
others Which seemed to block the road of man’s dreams. 

Only recently a meeting was held at Brazzaville, French Equa- 
torial Africa, attended by representatives from every British, Por- 
tuguese, Belgian and French colony. Their agenda was the making 
of plans for the eradication of the sleeping sickness and the agri- 
cultural development of all West Africa. That peanut production 
project is only one of many. 

There is a government-backed agency known as the Gold Coast 
Industrial Development Corporation. Capital, $400,000. The colo- 
nial governments will take shares as additional capital is required. 

The plans are almost endless in variety and scope. All of them, 
though, have one idea in common as motivation. That is, to relieve 
Europe’s crippling shortages of raw materials and of foods. They 
see in Africa an area which can supply not only all her own needs, 
but all the needs of Europe. In short, Africa can be made a prac- 
tically inexhaustible stock pile and food pantry for Europe. 

If those dreams come true, you can readily see what an effect 
African development will have on American economy. 

The productivity for European consumption has, too, another 
objective. 

That is, to permanently cure the chronic African problem of pov- 
erty and low productivity. 

The African native has never been much of a producer. He 
has been content to scratch the soil just enough to meet his own 
simple needs and he has seen no reason why he should labor for 
anything beyond those needs. 


- A century ago the pioneers were spreading

~ Russia Can't Compete 
With U. 5. Production 


WASHINGTON—For the benefit of those 

who still may be laboring under the illusion 

° that the United States is headed for a war with 

Russia, nothing is better designed to disabuse their minds than 

comparative figures now. available on the industrial potential of 
the two countries. 

After analyzing the figures if anyone Still thinks that war with 
Russia is imminent, he will need to have his head ex 

It offers the most convincing thesis on the subject yet presented, 
Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, the retiring Army Chief of Staff, must 
have had the figures in mind when, in delivering his valedictory 
to the Washington press corps the other day, he said Russia does 
not want war now because she is in “no position to carry on @ 
global war.” He said he was “certain” as to this. 

Secretary of State Marshall, the former Chief of Staff who di- 
rected the great Allied war effort, is known to feel the same way 
about it. He has made no public statement, but sources close to 
him say he agrees with Gen. Eisenhower fully. 


: The figures tell their own story. They are based upon 
Figures ‘ssf in the hands.of the United States and 
British Governments. In its current issue the United States News 
appraises them in a way that can be easily understood. 

In overall capacity, industrial and otherwise, Russia, the maga- 
zine points out, is some 45 years behind this country. In 1940, 
before the war with Germany, the Russian economic potential was 
about equal to what it war in this country in 1902. 

She suffered a setback during the war from which she is still 
recovering. During the war years, due to the devastation of in- 
vading forces, she lost 58 percent of her rolling stock, 45 percent 
of her steel production, 44 percent of her electrical capacity, 

58 percent of her coal production, to mention only a few of the 


major items. ‘ 

Her economic potential dropped during that time from 42 per 
cent to only 25 percent of ours. So that by 1950, which will mark 
the end of her current five-year recovery program, her poten 
will equal only what it was in this country in 1904, 

If present trends are continued, she will by 1960, 12 years 
hence, achieve an economic position comparable to what ours was 
in 1915, or 33 years ago, it is estimated. 


A few comparative figures are interesting. Not 
counting the destruction brought on by the war, 
Russian railroad mileage in 1940 was about equal to what it was 
in the United States in 1872, the magazine points out. Despite the 
fact that she is a much larger country with a much greater popula- 
tion to serve, her rail mileage for that year was only 57,323 as 
against 226,000 miles in the United States. She is even further 
behind in highways. 

The roads in Russia are sO rough, for example, that the ‘aver 
age life of an automobile or truck is said to be only 8,000 miles, 
After that they are shaken to pieces. Our cars and trucks are 
good for 100,000 miles at least. ' 

The same discrepancy exists in worker efficiency in the two 
countries. In this respect it is estimated that by 1960 she will be 
nowhere near what we had attained as far back as 1915. One of 
her great industrial weaknesses is the lack of skilled workers. The 
per capita production there is less than half what we have accom- 

lished. 
; It all boils down to the obvious fact—obvious even to the Krem- 
lin—that Russia is in no position to compete with the huge indus- 
trial might of the United States. We can out-produce them many 
times over in every field, save manpower. : 


Power And the importance of this is that modern warfare is 

conducted from the product of industrial output. The 
balance of power rests with the nation which can produce the most 
ships, the most planes, the.most guns and bombs. 

Russia is so far behind us in this capacity that her leaders are 
bound to realize that it would be sheer suicide for them to invite 
war with us. The Japs have just been given an enduring lesson 
on this subject. With their meager little 7,000,000 tons of steel 
production, they dared to declare war on a nation producing 90, 
000,000 tons of steel, which is the basis of all military effort. 

No one can impute to the .tussians the folly of making the same 
mistake.

The Bureau of Internal Revenue, which seems to believe t..ai a man who drinks at night deserves 
later to suffer in proportion, won't let him. Until the Government changes its mind and allows his 
medicated ambrosia to banish the hang-over from the land, I don’t intend to touch the stuff with 


alcohol in it. Too hard on the nerve cells. 


Dr. Shipman is Vice President of the Brown- 
Foreman Corporation, of Louisville, where he 
distills against his wil) old-fashioned bourbon of 
the best quality, but with incipient hang-overs 
included in each bottle. This saddens him. 

“So unnecessary,” he said. “I drink enriched 
whiskey myself, and I haven't had a hang-over in 
years.” 

His discovery of the highball without regrets 
dates back to the days when he was professor 
of chemistry at the University of Louisville, work- 
ing with vitamins. But let the non-jittery Dr. 
Shipman tell ris own story: 


“I had a pet theory (he said) that there 
were two fundamental causes of the hang- 
ever: One was that the alcohol tended to dis- 
solve the cells on the nerve ends in the hu- 

-man system and thereby made it—the system 

—act jumpy. The other was ‘that a drunk 

won't eat. And if there's anything he needs, 

it's food. 

“Vitamin B-1 seemed to be the solution to 
both problems. It had the effect of restoring 
the nerve cells. ‘It also stimulated the flow of 
gastric juices. So I tried a little experiment.” 

He certainly did. He took a bottle of his own 
whiskey, stirred in an appropriate slug of vita- 
mins, dropped over to the old Greyhound night 
club in Indiana, across the Ohio River from 
Louisville, and didn’t leave until he'd drunk it 
all. This scientific research couldn't be com- 
pleted in a hurry. It was 3 a. m. before Dr. 
Shipman fell into bed, wondering how he'd feel 


the next day. 
“I felt wonderful,” he reported. “No shakes.

No headache. FEyes bright. Appetite good.” 

Further experiments, all with the same happy 
result, led Dr. Shipman to apply in 1936 for a 
patent on enriched whiskey. The patent office 
gave him all rights on this boon to drinking 
humanity and Dr. Shipman foresaw the day when 
nobody’d willingly drink whiskey without vita- 
mins.

A Price Increase for Natural Gas? 


WASHINGTON—wWhen considerable pressure develops behind a bill in Congress affecting a spe- 
cial interest, it is a sound idea to poke around and see who benefits from it and how much—in 


short, “who gets the money.” 


Applying this to the Rizley-Moore Natural Gas Bill now pending before the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee, it is discovered that a comparatively few big oil and pipe-line companies that own 
and control most of the natural gas fields would reap “perfectly tremendous profits” from the price 


increase made possible by the measure. That's 
the way it was put by Leland Olds, Federal 
Power Commission member, in well-documented 
testimony before the Senate Committee. 

In that same process, of course, the natural 
gas consumer would get nicked—to the tune of 
$50,000,000 a year, according to Federal Power 
Commission estimates. The measure passed the 
House last session. It was sponsored there by 
Rep. Rizley and in the Senate is sponsored by 
Sen. Moore, both Republicans from Oklahoma, a 
natural gas State. 

The bill offers a double-barreled method 
for price increases. First, it would change 
the pipe line rate base hitherto used by 
FPC in fixing fair rates. Second, it would 
restrict the regulatory authority of FPC in 

such a way. Commissioner Olds testified, 
that the result “would be, in effect, to leave 
the natural gas business, in so far as con- 
sumers are concerned, practically unregu- 
lated.” 

Until recently the FPC unanimously opposed 
the Rizley-Moore Bill. In his testimony, Com- 
missioner Olds called attention to the switch of 
position by two members, Nelson Lee Smith, 
Chairman, and Harrington Wimberly, who, he 
said, now find themselves “in substantial agree- 
ment with the proponents of the Moore-Rizley 
Bill.” He referred to proposed amendments to 
the Natural Gas Act submitted to the Senate 
Committee by these two. 

Supporting Mr. Olds in his opposition to the 
measure and to the Smith-Wimberly amendment 
proposals is Commissiner Claude L. Draper. The 
Smith-Wimberly amendments have the backing 
of Burton N. Behling, a Commission assistant 
whose nomination to a vacancy on the five-man 
Commission is now pending before the Senate 
Committee. 

Commissioner Olds also recalled that the Com- 
mission, in a 1944 report on the first five years 
operation of the Natural Gas Act, held that this 
experience had “demonstrated that it is an effec- 
tive instrument of regulation.” That report was 
signed by present Chairman Smith, as well as 
by Commissioners Olds and Draper, the three who 
are still members of FPC. He referred to that 
in connection with Mr. Smith’s present position. 

For the cost-of-production basis now used by 
FPC in fixing rates, the Rizley-Moore Bill would 
substitute “prevailing field price,” and the Smith- 
Wimberly proposals “commodity value,” which 
Mr. Olds holds would be the same in effect. He 
contended that such a vague basis would only 
return natural gas regulation to the confusion 


that made early utility regulation so difficult. 
In replying to the argument that the proposed 
new rate base would promote competition, Com- 
missioner Olds said, “There is coming into being 
such a tremendous control in the hands of a few 


determine the price of gas.” 


As an example of concentration of con- 
trol, he cited the Hugoton and Texas Pan- 
handle fields where 25 corporations con- 
trol 77 percent of the 5,600,000 acres. Phil- 
lips Petroleum, the largest, controls 20 per- 
cent of acreage in Texas Panhandle and 15 
percent in Hugoton, just over 900,000 of the 
5,600,000-acre total. 


A five percent increase in price would mean 
an extra $1,616,450,000 for these 25 companies 
over the life of their reserves, which is estimated 
at 40 years, Mr. Olds said. Estimates of price 
increase by the bill range from five to 10 per- 
cent. In the Texas Panhandle field, five com- 
panies control about three-quarters of the total, 
according to the Olds figures.

As the old gentleman lay dying, 
he seemed to be in a coma. But 
one of his sons leaned over the 
bed and made a statement that 
was untrue, and he shook his 
head. Then he stopped breathing. 
There was nothing to affright a 
child, much less a grown man. 

Baruch’s attitude toward death 
may be a result of unusual advan- 
tages. He says he is not afraid of 
anything. This unique state of 
mind also results from a rare com- 
bination of advantages. If a man 
stands six feet four and weighs 
200 pounds; if he has been a pro- 
fessional fighter, trained by the 
top mea of his class: and if he has 
several million dollars to stiffen 
his backbone, he has little reason 
to fear anything.

It is quite probable that man, like 
other animals, is born to die easily 
and with dignity.

Such is the reception which Atlanta, if unwittingly, has 
given to Mrs. Anna Kolachny, of Washington, D. C., a 
kind-faced woman of quiet dignity who recently came 
here to live with her daughter, her three grandbabies and 
her son-in-law, Joe Dwyer, a professor at Georgia Tech. 
A native of Czechoslovakia, Mrs. Kolachny received 
her degree from the National College of Physiotherapy 
in Chicago, where she became an accredited masseuse. Fol- 
lowing her course of study, she spent 35 years as an assist- 


ant to her doctor husband in Ponca City, Okla., lending 


her own skill to hasten the recovery of many of his patients. 

Upon the death of her husband, Mrs. Kolachny went 
‘to Washington, where for several years she was asso- 
ciated with the Health Education Department of the 
YWCA. There she applied the magic of her strong, 
skilled hands to soothe the nerves of many overworked 
women in wartime Washington. 

Gradually her fame spread and she eventually found 
herself working under the direction of prominent doctors 
there. Stepping in where medical science could do no more, 
she practically willed patients back to health with her 
wholesome therapeutic aid and her persistently encour- 
aging manner. 

Then, because her daughter needed her, Mrs. Kolachny 
came to Atlanta—hoping that, in addition to helping with 
the babies, she could continue with her profession—and 
remain in financially. 

“But, in Atlanta, I find that the work of a masseuse 
is not generally looked upon with respect,” said Mrs. 
Kolachny, bewilderedly. “I opened an establishment 
here, well equipped for scientific Swedish massages 
and baths, thinking that my clientele would be the 
same type of people I had served elsewhere. 

“To my surprise” she admitted, “somé of the people who 
came to me thought the sign on the office was just a front. 
I could not bring myself to serve most of the patrons who 
applied for treatment. I’m sure now that a great mis- 
take was made when the sign painter I employed failed 
to include ‘For Women Only’ on my office door. 

“My friends suggested that I would do better to select 
another location,” she went on. “I followed their advice 
and then tried to place advertisements with your news- 
papers here but was turned down. That was really a 
shock. Surely the charlatans must have given this town 
a drubbing, I thought. 

“Then I decided to go to your Better Business 
Bureau of the Chamber of Commerce for help. I 
begged them to make a complete investigation of my 
life and my work as a masseuse. They promised to 

ve no ground uncovered and to do what they could 
to help me. 

“I am waiting,” she said, smiling, as if to reassure her- 
self. “A good purpose cannot fail. I want only to help 
sick and nervous people in a legal, honest way. And I 
know that the path will be made clear for me. You will 
see.”

“It’s not so 
much the conditions under 
which people live and work.’ 
explains Dr. Hundley. “It’s how 
the people react to them.” As 
for the comparative susceptibili- 
ty of individuals the doctors 
says that high-strung people, 
over 50, women in change of 
life, pregnant women, victims of 
kidney disease ... and people 
who weigh too much ... all may 
be more susceptible to heart 
trouble. 

But a warning—if overweight 
has harmed your beart, reducing 
must be done with great precau- 
tion, and under the constant 
supervision of your doctor.

When there is no short suit in 
dummy, there would seem to be 
no good reason to postpone the 
drawing of trumps, unless dum- 
my’s trumps are required for 
purposes of entry. In today’s 
hand we find a situation in 
which no entries are required to 
dummy, there is apparently no 
short suit and yet trumps should 
not be drawn because of the 
rare phenomenon of a three-card 
suit in dummy being converted 
into a ruffing value, The bidding 
was normal. After North’s re- 
sponse of one no trump, South 
elected to make the strongly in- 
vitational jump rebid of three 
spades. He might have raised 
the no trump but the singleton 
heart and the completely de- 
fenseless club suit influenced 
in favor of spades. It is border- 
line for a jump but the hand 
does possess a probable playing 
trick strength of seven tricks 
which the jump rebid promises. 
North, having a sound no trump 
take-out, went on to four spades, 
though some players prefer with 
balanced distribution to go on in 
no trump, giving partner the op- 
portunity to continue in spades 
if his hand is completely unbal- 
anced. The king of: clubs was 
opened. The defense took three 
tricks in that suit and shifted 
to a heart. Declarer immediate- 
ly extracted trumps and trusted 
that the diamonds would break. 
When this failed to materialize, 
the contract was set a trick. 


Declarer’s technique was not 
faultless. There was no need for 
him to assume diamonds would 
break. He should have cashed 
only two trumps and then pro- 
ceeded to play the ace, king and 
queen of diamonds. If every- 
body followed, so that the thir- 
teenth diamond became good, 
the last trump would be extract- 
ed and the hand claimed. If the 
diamonds did not fall, there was 
the added chance that the player 
who was unable to follow to the 
diamond would not have the 
remaining trump. 

If it is argued that the third 
diamond might be ruffed by the 
opposition, the answer is that in 
that case it would have done no 
good to draw trumps, because a 
diamond trick would have been 
lost in any event, so that there 
was no way to make the hand. 
The recommended play will suc- 
ceed whenever diamonds break 
or whenever the hand with a 
doubleton diamond also has a 
doubleton trump.
